Opening the camp will be 3,462 men from the Ohio 
Area National Guard and 361 men from the Wisconsin 
area. 

From June 25 to July 9 will be another large 
contingent of QOnio guardsmen totalling 2,174 in 
Strength.

“lL enlisted in Qwosso and 
they shipped us north that fall. 
However as soon as th? lake 
froze we were sent to El Paso. 
Texas. and that was some 
place. At night we would freeze 
to death and wear our overcoats 
for revilie and breakfast. An 
hour iater we would be waiking 
around with the sweat pouring 
off of us.” 

“When we first got there it 
was raining to beat hell so we 
had to set up all our tents and 
eauip. in the pouring rain. We 
waded through that thick adobe 
mud and it is something else. 
Of course aS soon as we 
finished selting up it stopped 
raining and never sprinkled a 
drop for the rest of the time we 
were there.” 

Elliott's sense of humor also 
took in the wide variety of 
wiidlife that the camp pit up 
with for company. “There was a 
dail field and 1 was a real nice 
place,” he said and jiaughed 
‘There were scorpions, fallle- 
snakes, horny toads, and lots of 
sage brush and cactus. Take

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20 Stages 
Rally Now 
History 


Organizers of the Fifth An- 
nual 20 Stages Rally have 
finished up the last of the many 
datails concerning the popular 
event here and had many words 
of thanks and praise for this 
community. 

‘We were impressed by ihe 
Many spectators that attended 
and the wide range of their 
ages,” said Virginia Reese 
publicity chairman for the race 
and one of the members of the 
top three teams. 

“We had a wonderful time in 
Grayling and are looking for- 
ward to next years race,” he 
said. “We were particularly 
impressed by the fine job done 
by Waiter Nowak, your Chamber 
of Commerce director.” He gave 
us a great deal of assistance 
even within the short time he 
had available." 

Although over 35 entries 
began the race, only 22 finished 
with many of the top favorites 
dropping out early in the race. 
The team of Guy Light of Bay 
City and Gary Christensen of 
Romeo, Mi. in their new Jeep 
Ou-7 prevaiied. 

A very dry dusty course saw 
the early demise of many top 
teams. The CJ-7 Jeep driven by 
former national champion Gene 
Henderson of Pinckey and 
co-driver Ken Pogue failed to 
complete the first two competi- 
tive stages Gué to carburetor 
problems. Last year's winning 
team of Jim Walker of Ann 
Arbor and Joe LeBeau of 
Indianapolis met a similar fate 
with a water pump tatlura on 
stage one. And the 1976 NARA 
(North American Rally Associa- 
lion) national championship 
team of John Buffum and 
co-driver Vicki of Vermont met 
disappointment when their fac- 
tory backed Triumph TR-7 was 
forced to drop out late in the 
rally due to a fuel pump failure. 
The team was leading the event 
py over two and one half 
minutes at the halfway point in 
Mio. 

Buffum’s retirement ieft the 
next four competitors in close 
contention for the Guinber one 
position. The teams of Rebney- 
Bond of Saginaw, Mi.; Jones- 
Seiling of Columbus, Ohio; 
Light-Christensen of Bay City, 
Mi.; and Tolles-Reese of Ann 
Arbor, Mi. were separated by 
only two minutes. Brian Rebney 
took over the lead until 200 road 
points dropped him to fourth 
piace. As the event continued, 
the separation between teams 
tightened and by the end of the 
event, the winner was still very 
much in question. The totals 
revealed Light as the winner. 
Tom Tolles and Co-driver Vir- 
ginia Reese in their Volvo 1428 
came in a close second-a little 
more than one half minute 
behind Light and Christensen. 
Third place went to the team of 
Eric Jones and Roger Sieling, 
less than one half minute 
behind Tolies/ Reese. 

The 20 Stages rally was 
erganized by the Sporte Car 
Club of Ann Arbor and was 
chaired by Jean Rizor, the first 
woman in the U.S. to hold such 
a position. Controll workers 
were drawn from the member- 
ships of mid-West sports car 
clubs and the members of the 
Grayling arca communiiy, 

The 20 Stages Rally, this year 
a Michigan Week event, is 
known throughout the U.S. for 
its rough and challenging com- 
petiiion sections which truly 
test car preparation as well as 
driving skill. Heavy dust was an 
added hazard which a few brief 
showers did little to relieve. 
This was third in the series of 10 
national championship events 
sponsored by Pirelli Tires and 
sanctioned by the North Ameri- 
can Rally Association. Guy 
Lighi’s win creates a three-way 
tie for the national title so far. 
The next NARA event is the 
Happiness Is Sunrise Rally 
scheduled in Pennsylvania for 
late August, 1977. It should be 
an exciting, critical event as the 
top drivers meet to compete for 
this year's national title.

He was in Company H of the 
33rd Regiment of the National 
Guard during his service on the 
border.

“We fought 
cactus and sandstorms every 
day. The sandstorms used to 
come just like clockwork. li was 
in everything and you could not 
get away from it.”

While in 
Grayling he was a cook and 
made, ...a whole dollar a day. } 
had to get up at 4 a.m. in the 
morning and | would never get 
finished until after 7 at night. By 
then | was so tired | just went to 
bed.

Asked how they travelled in 
those days the grizzled ald 
veteran snorted and said, “We 
picked up our feet and put them 
down; one in front of the other 
until we got where we were 
going. The oniy horse in our 
outfit belonged to the major and 
he had him for his own personal 
transportation.” 

The horse he explained had

Claude Siders is the teacher consultant. One of the tests he 
gave was the "Draw-a-Man” test. Tne child drew a man and was 
given a point for each thing he or she put on the man. Mr. Siders 
said, “That 3-year-olds should get at least 4 points and 9-10 year 
olds should get at least 15-20." They looked to see what the child's 
abilities are. like how they think For example there was a book, on 
each page there are four objects, Mrs. Siders said a work like, cat, 
hat, key, etc. They pointed to the picture that they thought the word 
meant. This is done to find out what age level they're in in 
vocabulory. Adults who take this test should know what words like 
penisile and imbibe mean. 

Next we went to the reading portable. There we talked to Mrs. 
Slater. Mrs. Slater is the vision specialist. She uses objects for 
directions like, sky north, grass south, flower west, and rabbit east. 
She uses a paper rabbit's head to cover an eye. She holds a pencil 
in her hand. If the child thinks the pencil moves when she moved 
the rabbit to the other eve, it is called a lazy eye. If the child doos 
not know how to do the directions with objects Mrs. Slater would 
use the lighthouse cards. The lighthouse cards have pictures on 
them. They tell her what the picture is. Then she shows them the 
same pictures, only smaller. They try to identify the nicture, 
Usually the child has addica vision, which means normal vision.
